Energy code change informs 
series of 2002 workshops 


As everyone in the industry knows by now, the 
Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations and 
Standards (BBRS) adopted new requirements for 
energy conservation that are now included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions took effect a year ago and constitute 
an entire replacement of the former Chapter 13, 
which applies to all new commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings in Massachusetts.

Mostar photos on exhibit 


The city of Mostar in war-ravaged Bosnia- 
Hercegovina came to national attention in 1993 when 
the 500-year Ottoman stone bridge in the center of 
the city was destroyed. It was a 16th-century technical 
and aesthetic masterpiece built without mortar and 
spanning nearly twice the distance of any other bridge 
of its kind. Its destruction came to symbolize the 
abuse of cultural heritage as an implement of warfare. 
Of course, a good deal more was destroyed in Mostar 
and rebuilding continues today. 


This small piece of history was photographed by 
Catherine Truman while she was participating in a 
post-war rebuilding workshop two years ago. The 
workshop was lead by a Bosnian architect (Amir 
Pasic) and has become an annual fixture initially in 
Istanbul and then in Mostar. 


The exhibit is in The Architects Building gallery at 52 
Broad Street in downtown Boston from March 4 to 
March 29. The gallery is open Monday through 
Friday, 9:00 am-5:00 pm and all readers and friends

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Survey suggests profits 
have peaked 


Boston-area architecture firms enjoyed record-setting 
profitability in 2000 but that unprecedented growth 
appears to have peaked, according to a survey of 
architecture firms in our region conducted by Tofias 
PC, the public accounting and consulting firm in 
Cambridge. 


The survey report revealed that the average profit 
local design firms earned in 2000 was up 91% from 
1996 and was the highest level of profits recorded in 
the 15 years Tofias PC has conducted this survey. 
However, the survey report notes that increase in 


profitability from 1999 to 2000 was only 4.4%. 
Based on these data, Tofias PC’s Jeffrey Mead 


observed that Boston-area architecture firms will be 
“trying to find their position in the marketplace” 
during the next year or so and, he added, economic 
conditions “will make it a challenge to survive for 
some, while others may be involved in [an increas- 
ing] occurence of mergers and acquisitions.” 


Mead notes that this project, the “2001 
Architectural Survey”, is not based on a statistically- 
derived sample but rather a representative cross-sec- 
tion of local architecture firms practicing in varying 
markets. Tofias selected the firms that participated in 
the survey which included 26 architecture firms (no 
A/JE firms). The survey report summarizes the data 
collected on average profit per direct hour, average 
billing rate, labor multiples, wage rates, accounts 
receivable and other factors.

Do you use AutoCAD ? 


Have you recently been contacted by attorneys for 
Autodesk and asked to report how many Autodesk 
licenses you have purchased and the number of com- 
puters on which that software is installed in your 
office? If not, you may be. 


Boston construction-law attorneys at Donovan 
Hatem LLP recently issued a “client alert” to advise 
design firms and others that Autodesk is conducting 
“an aggressive license-enforcement campaign” with 
the prospect of litigation under the copyright laws 
that can be quite costly for design firms. 


If you are using software for which you have not 
purchased a license, the attorneys recommend that 
you correct that violation immediately by purchasing 
the licenses now (in some cases the license you pur- 
chased may permit you to install the software on 
more than one computer). It is also suggested that 
you remove the excess installations from all comput- 
ers whose users do not need access to the software 
and that you maintain control of the inventory to 
avoid “accidental” installation on more computers 
than your license permits. 


E-mail tip of the month 


E-mail is clearly the medium of choice for an 
enormous volume of business correspondence and 
one of the most convenient elements of e-mail is 
the automatic signature. 


Unfortunately, not everyone takes advantage of 
this feature, and here is the e-mail tip of the

Downsizing in a slow economy has significant 
impacts not only on our businesses but on individual 
employees. In the December 14—20 issue of the 
Boston Business Journal, Sullivan & Worcester attor- 
ney Ilene Robinson Sunshine draws employers’ 
attention to the numerous legal issues surrounding 
“reduction in force” (RIF) and urges firms to take 
several steps before downsizing to avoid significant 
legal expenses. Considering alternatives, avoiding 
discrimination claims, being aware of statutory 
restraints, severance packages, managing the RIF 
process, and planning for the aftermath are among 
the issues Sunshine addresses. In the same issues of 
the Journal, reporter Mary Kay Pratt describes ways 
in which firm leaders can “lend a helping hand to 
laid-off employees” while also manifesting the best 
and most humane elements of the firm. For copies 
of these two articles (available only by mail), AIA 
members in Massachusetts should send requests with 
a 55¢ SASE to RIF/RF, BSA, 52 Broad St., Boston 
02109; others should enclose a $15 handling fee 
payable to the BSA along with the 55¢ SASE.

Is design a commodity? Over the past two 
decades, according to the Advanced Management 
Institute (AMI) for Architecture and Engineering, 
design firms “lost their way by adopting a business 
model that focused not on creating value but on sell- 
ing hours to clients in the form of technical solutions 
and services”. And this strategic error, AMI concludes, 
has led clients “to view design firms’ services as com- 
modities bought like pork bellies and cotton futures.” 
This is the beginning of a recent article in Principal's 
Report, the national design-firm newsletter, which
